present site in front of the Naval Yard to 
some other position offering better natural 
r advatitages for the carrying out to a satisfac- 
tory completion the extensions contem- 
plated by the’ Imperial Government to 
establish Hongkong as a naval base of the 
very highest order, ‘Ihe subject; as we 
pointed out last evening, is an old one. 
The present site was considered by the 
Colonial Government’ and by the British 
community as one not quite in harmony 
with the interests of the Colony. As we have 
seen the main features of the Extension 
Schemie consist of a floating basin for the 
refitting and repairing of vessels while afluat 
and a graving dock for underwater repairs. 
‘There are also outside deep-water quays

against which battleships and cruisers will 
le able to lie. The graving dock will be 
550°.0 with a depth of 3o feet @ inch of 
water at lowest spring tide on the entrance 
cill, ‘The total area to be occupied by 
the new works is 394 acres, With the 
exception of the graving dock, ‘which will 
be built in the dry within cofferdams, 
all the work is being built under water.
